A New Yo rk-based gro up estab­ 
lished in 19 3 3 , the Internatio nal Rescue 
Co mmittee, is America’s leading no n­ 
sectarian v o luntary agency aiding ref­ 
ugees fro m o ppressio n. 
In its annual repo rt just released, 
the IRC no tes that mo re than 110,000 
refugees were helped during 19 6 9 in 
Euro pe, So utheast Asia, Africa, No rth 
and Latin America. In 19 70, the rate o f 
assistance has increased. 


An ex o dus o f 100,000 Czecho slo v aks 
since the So v iet o ccupatio n in 19 6 8 and 
persecutio n o f Po lish J ews resulted in 
an increase o f 25 per cent o v er 19 6 8 in 
Western Euro pe alo ne, IRC repo rted. 
A large number o f Greeks fleeing the 
military junta rule, plus Hungarians, 
Ro manians, Yugo slav s, Albanians, 
Bulgarians and sev eral tho usand Cu­ 
bans who came to Spain were also aid­ 
ed. 
Cubans hav e beco me o n o f IRC’s 
majo r recipients o f aid. In the last dec­ 
ade 6 00,000 Cubans—abo ut 10 per cent 
o f the po pulatio n—hav e beco me refu­ 
gees, the agency said. Of these, 5 00,000 
hav e go ne to the United States, unable 
to bear the Co mmunist rule o f Fidel 
Castro . Sev eral hundred Haitian refu­ 


gees, equally unable to endure the dic­ 
tato rship o f “ Papa Do c” Duv alier o n 
that island, were also helped by IRC 
last y ear. 
Aiding refugees inv o lv ed pro v iding 
fo o d, clo thing, shelter, medical assis­ 
tance, child care, rehabilitatio n, lan­ 
guage help, o ccupatio nal guidance—in 
o ther wo rds, it is a co mplex task re­ 
quiring patience, skill and persistence. 
The refugee pro blem in So uth Viet­ 
nam is further co mplicated by the need 
to pro v ide ho spital care and surgery 
fo r adults and children who hav e suf­ 
fered war wo unds. Twenty -two do c­ 
to rs, surgeo ns, nurses, public health 
o fficers and ho spital administrato rs— 
representing 14 co untries—staff IRC’s 
pro gram in Vietnam. IRC pro v ided a 
120-bed ho spital and a day -care center 
which is being augmented by a new 
center at ano ther refugee camp. 
Refugees fro m mainland China into 
Ho ng Ko ng, and fo rmer Biafran refu­ 
gees in Nigeria also came under IRC’s 
care. 
To acco mplish all this, the Interna­ 
tio nal Rescue Co mmittee depended up­ 
o n suppo rt fro m American fo unda­ 
tio ns, co rpo ratio ns, labo r unio ns, co m­ 
munity , civ ic and student gro ups and 
indiv idual citizens who gav e bo th time 
and mo ney . 
Perhaps the day will co me when 
refugees no lo nger number in the hun­ 
dreds o f tho usands. Until that day , 
such gro ups as IRC deserv e thanks and 
supo rt

Housewives, phosphates 


So mething interesting co uld be hap­ 
pening o n the antipo llutio n fro nt. 
Public o pinio n is being giv en an o p­ 
po rtunity to ex press itself in the mo st 
effectiv e terms—do llars and cents—by 
a mo v e under way in so me supermar­ 
kets aro und the co untry to po st no tices 
info rming custo mers o f the pho sphate 
co ntent o f detergents and o ther wash­ 
ing pro ducts o n their shelv es. 
Pho sphates, o f co urse, are the su­ 
percleansers that mean a bright, white 
wash but which env iro nment preserv a­ 
tio nists hav e fingered as a majo r cul­ 
prit in water po llutio n. 
The case made against pho sphates 
is that while they get the dirt o ut o f the 
wash, y o u can’t get them o ut o f the 
wash water. They do no t break do wn in 
sewage-treatment pro cesses. Released 
into water so urces, they are a super­ 
fertilizer fo r algae, the micro sco pic life 
that can rapidly turn a lake into a 
smelly pea so up. 
While there still is so me questio n as 
to ho w much o f the water-po llutio n 
blame pho sphates sho uld rightly bear, 
since o ther kno wn po lluting agents are 
also at wo rk, there clearly has been an 


increase in the algae pro blem co inci­ 
dent with the widespread use o f the 
pho sphate-rich detergents. 
The situatio n has spurred legisla­ 
tiv e actio n to co ntro l o r ban pho s­ 
phates—10 bills o n the subject are in 
the co ngressio nal wo rks—and a public 
educatio n campaign by env iro nment- 
o riented o rganizatio ns, o f which the 
supermarket no tices are a tangible re­ 
sult. Specific pro ducts are neither co n­ 
demned no r pushed. The custo mer is 
merely info rmed o f pho sphate co ntent 
and left to cho o se fo r herself, to buy o r 
no t to buy . 
It co uld co me to no thing, as co nsu­ 
mer crusades so frequently do . There 
are still tho se amo ng us who can recall, 
so me y ears back and sev eral index 
po ints lo wer o n the high co st o f barely 
liv ing, tho se spo radic bo y co tts o f high- 
priced meats. Lo o k at the price o f ba­ 
co n no w. 
And then again, a shift in buy ing 
patterns co uld well hav e a telling effect 
o n the pho sphates issue lo ng befo re the 
legislato rs get aro und to acting o n it. 
Nev er underestimate the eco no mic 
po wer o f the ho usewife.

ball slip p ed from their hands. 
They hav e fu mbled ev ery at­ 
temp t to get it back . Not this 
v ote, nor rep eal of the 1964 Gu lf 
of Tonk in Senate resolu tion 
which p resu mably au thorized 
p residential action in Vietnam, 
nor any shou ts of “Faster, fast­ 
er,” seem lik ely to p u ll mu ch 
credit their way . 
IT IS HARD TO av oid the 
ju dgment that in all these 
mov es they are try ing to v ent 
their long-fru strated anger ov er 
the war and to ex act a k ind of 
after-the-fact rev enge against 
its managers in the White Hou se 
and the Pentagon. 
Predictably , 
they 
claim 
“moral v ictory ” in corralling 39 
v otes for Hatfield-McGov ern. 
The tru th is it is mu ch easier to­ 
day , when the President is p u ll­ 
ing men ou t, to mu ster v otes for 
a sp ecific timetable and fu nd 
cu toff date than wou ld hav e 
been p ossible two y ears ago. 
EVERYONE KNOWS THE 
national mood has changed. It is 
not dov ish in the sense of p eace 
at any p rice, bu t p eop le are sick 
of casu alties and weary of the 
fu tility of an indecisiv e war. 
It is Nix on, not the dov es, who 
acted in accord with this trend. 
Their mov es this y ear are an

As now env isioned, the 19 80 
ABM will be nonatomic. There­ 
fore, there will not be the dan­ 
ger, as now, of black ing ou t ou r 
own defense radar and mak ing 
ou r own ABMs ineffectiv e. 
THE DEFESE MISSILES 
may fire swarms of p ellets, 
abou t the size, p erhap s, of p el­ 
lets in ordinary shotgu n shells. 
Theoretically , at the tremen­ 
dou s sp eeds p ossible, ev en su ch 
tiny p ellets shou ld be able to de­ 
stroy intercontinental missiles 
in flight. 
To mak e su ch a nonatomic 
ABM sy stem p ractical, the de­ 
fense missiles mu st be v ery ac­ 
cu rate. They p robably will car­ 
ry some sort of homing dev ice, 
lik ely a heat-seek er. The incom­ 
ing missiles p resu mably wou ld 
be the hottest things arou nd. 
THOUGH SUCH heat-seek ers 
hav e p rov ed highly effectiv e on 
Sidewinder air-to-air missiles 
(they enabled the Nationalist 
gov ernment on Formosa to 
k nock Red Chinese p lanes ou t of 
the sk ies ov er the Taiwan 
Straits some y ears back ), it’s 
another thing to ap p ly these 
same p rincip les to the longer 
distances and different condi­ 
tions in the u p p er atmosp here. 
AGAIN, IF THIS new-ty p e 
ABM is to be p ractical, it will be 
necessary to dev elop mu ch bet­ 
ter methods of distingu ishing 


between incoming w arheads 
and decoy s. Nu clear ABMs, be­ 
cau se they can “k ill” enemy 
missiles at greater distances, 
need not be so discriminating. 
They can “tak e on” a small 
clu ster and reasonably be ex ­ 
p ected to k nock ou t ev ery thing 
in the clu ster—decoy s and 
armed warheads alik e. 
A MORE EFFECTIVE abili­ 
ty to discriminate will lik ely be 
accomp lished throu gh a combi­ 
nation of sensing dev ices—in-, 
elu ding op tical, infra-red and 
u ltra v iolet—to p enetrate what­ 
ev er gimmick s the Ru ssians or 
Red Chinese think u p . 
The p ellet ABM p resu mably 
wou ld be able to u se a consider- * 
able amou nt of the eq u ip ment of 
the Safegu ard sy stem as modi­ 
fied and imp rov ed by the late 
19 70s and early 19 80s. 
NOW THIS PELLET concep t 
isn’t nearly so dramatic as the 
“laser ABM”—which wou ld u se 
laser beams to destroy enemy 
intercontinental m issiles in 
flight. 
Thou gh a laser ABM is u nder 
stu dy , the way things look now, 
a p ractical laser ABM is a long 
way down the p ik e. 
THE PROBLEM IS THAT a 
laser beam of the “strength” 
necessary to destroy an enemy 
missile in sp ace or in the u p p er 
atmosp here wou ld req u ire tre­ 
mendou s amou nts of p ower and 
installations of su ch size as to be 
imp ractical in the foreseeable 
fu tu re. 
Bu t the classified work on the 
p ellet concep t ov er the p ast few 
y ears has brou ght resu lts which 
research men believ e can lead 
to a work able sy stem when the 
p roblems ou tlined abov e are 
solv ed. It will be noted that, on 
p ap er at least, these p roblems 
can be solv e.
